Amonc the many calendars for 1910 which 
have found their way to our offices none 
is as unique as that of the East Central 
Africa Mission of the M. E. Church in In- 
hambane.

A native Christian, Paule Xilalelo, ex- 
claims: ‘‘The missionaries have come and 
they have put clay on our eyes, and now we 
see.’? Another, Paulusi Massinga, prays, i) 
Lord, make us drunk with the Holy Spirit.” 
These extracts will give our readers an 
impression of where some of their money 
goes and what it does. These are the Sheets- 
wa tribesmen, for whom we are now printing 
the Old Testament, the New Testament hav- 
ing already been furnished them. ‘They are 
bringing forth the fruits of the Spirit all the

Worp has been received of the arrival of 
the Rev. Dr. Carrington, the Society’s Agent, 
in Bangkok, Siam, where he resumes his 
work after a year and a half of absence. His 
place has been admirably filled during this 
period by the Rev. W. M. Cameron, for some 
years engaged in the Society’s service in 
China, to which he now returns, being at pres- 
ent assigned for duty in the office at Shanghai. 


Tur Rev. Dr. Hoskins, of Beirut, Syria, 
writes that four fifths of the copy for the New 
Testament in connection with the electrotypes 
of the new First-Font Arabic Reference Bible 
is now completed, and more than one fourth 
of the whole Bible is ready in copy. Dr. 
Hoskins says that it is an exciting task, with 
all the toils it involves. 


Tur Rev. H. C. Hazen, of Tirumangalam, 
South India, sends the following, which will 
give a glimpse at least of what is going on 
in the way of Bible work in South India: 


‘““We are very grateful for help rendered dur- 
ing previous years and would be glad if the 
Society could make us another grant of $50. 
That would enable us to give to the very poor 
and needy ones, also to sell at half price in 
cases where they would not pay the full price. 
As for example, some of the Hindu women 
who are reading with our Bible-women who are 
willing to buy if we can sell to them at a re- 
duced price, but would not pay the full price. 
Such Scriptures in their houses are like seed 
corn that are sure to bring a harvest by and 
by. The husband and children read it and 
the leavening influence is felt. Our pupils in 
our schools are very anxious for Bibles, but 
in many cases cannot raise the full price. 
There is great eagerness for the Scriptures 


on every hand. Men are seeking our pastor 
for copies of the Bible almost daily. I never 
knew such a thirst for the Word of God as at 
the present time.”’ 


WE publish the usual monthly table of re- 
ceipts from the four pringipal sources, and 
need make no comment further than to call 
attention to the shrinkage in receipts from the 
living and increase in legacies, which more 
than counterbalanced the shrinkage. The 
diminution is doubtless due to the fact that in- 
dividuals, auxiliaries, and churches have all 
been doing their best to help us secure the 
Endowment Fund, but we trust they will now 
return to their usual generosity or go beyond 
it in gifts to the current expenses.

: The Roman Catholic Church has ever been 
the enemy of a free press and religious lib- 
erty, and as long as she ruled this state both 


Bible and missionary were denied entrance. 
With the incoming of the Liberal Government 
some sixteen years ago that restriction was 
removed from the law books; but alas! the 
prevailing opinion concerning the Bible is 
that it is an immoral book, and our colpor- 
teurs constantly have to appeal to the book of 
the law, as well as the Bible itself, to con- 
vince the people that their work is moral and 
legitimate. 

I would not give the impression that Bible 
work is impossible in Nicaragua. No, a 
thousand times no! Last month in the midst 
of all this one man sold over a hundred books ; 
and this month in the cathedral city of Leon, 
with priests and fanatics cursing the seller 
and burning the books, more than that num- 
ber have been sold, and the colporteur daily

finds some soul hungry for the Bread of Life. 
Here in the capital people constantly seek us 
whose interest in spiritual things was awak- 
ened by a Gospel sold them by a colporteur 
in some out-of-the-way place, where at the 
present rate of progress a missionary’s voice 
will never reach in this generation. 

Perhaps some will feel discouraged when 
they read of such numbers of Bibles that are 
bought, and afterward, through the influence 
of the priests, are put into the flames. To en- 
courage such let me give two incidents. On

Mr. Penzotti’s first visit to Nicaragua he sold 
a Bible to a woman for five dollars. When 
the priest denounced the man who was selling 
false Bibles and ordered the people to give 
them to him to be destroyed, the fact that the 
woman had paid five dollars for the book 
made her want to save it; so she confided it 
to the care of a man, who said he would com- 
pare it with a Catholic Bible and would tell 
her the result. He told a lie, by saying he 
had burned it asa false Bible. But it appears 
that curiosity to know the contents of the book 
overcame him; and now, sixteen years after- 
ward, when fear of priests is less and per- 
sonal liberty a bit more secure, the man 
produces the Bible, whose date of issue veri- 
fies his story. 

Meanwhile the first buyer of the Book has 
been converted and is one of our oldest and 
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most faithful church members, while the se- 
cret reading of the Bible overcame all preju- 
dice in the man, and he permits his family to 
attend our services. 

At the feast in Granada we had a Bible 
stand, and it was heartbreaking to see how 
respectably dressed men would buy the Word, 
then set it on fire and throw in our faces. 
Yet the railway station next morning revealed 
the other side of the picture, as from bundles 
and baskets of passengers we saw poking out 
fragments of burned literature; and thus that 
which appeared destroyed was scattered to 
the uttermost parts of Nicaragua. 

I cantrust God for the rest and count it the 
highest honor to have some share in plowing 
the ground and sowing the seed that shall 
produce the first fruits of a spiritual harvest 
in this country. 


Tidings from Paris 


LETTER from the Rev. Dr. Ernest Ber- 
trand, Secretary of the Société de Bib- 
lique de France, gives a vivid impression of the 
recent terrible floods in Paris. He sends a 
postal card, which has on the reverse side the 
picture which we reproduce here. The Rue de 
Lille is the street where the Society has its 
headquarters. The American Bible Society 
has a deep interest in its French sister, as it 
has year by year for many years contributed 

to its interesting and valuable Bible work. 
Our committee has not 
yet acted on the request 
which he now so touching- 
ly presents. Perhaps some 
richand benevolent Amer- 
ican who loves Paris 

will help us answer it. 
Dr. Bertrand writes as 

’ follows: 


The whole of the Rue 
de Lille was flooded. 
There was more than 
three feet of water before 
our agency. I send you 
a card which shows the 
Bible House in the flood. 
My office, which is on the 
first floor, naturally was 
not flooded, but our cellar 
had fifteen feet of water in it, and there was 
a foot and a half or two feet of water in the 
bookroom. Happily, two days before the flood 


we took precautions for almost all of the 
Bibles, Testaments, and Gospels in stock to be 
carried to the first floor; at the same time 
we had at the end of the cellar thousands of the 
large 8vo Testaments, which were partly 
flooded. We did not think it was possible for 
the water to get into this part of the cellar, 
for we had rapidly built a wall three feet high 
in front of the door of the storeroom, but the 
water seeped through because the cement was 
too fresh to resist the onset. 

So, then, while we were not very seriously 
injured by the flood, we did suffer real injury,

decided in order to replace them to print the 
16mo New Testament of the Synod’s version. 
It isa pretty volume, which will contain also 
the Psalms of the Synod’s version. The 
publication of this volume will cost 10,000 
francs for 6,000 copies, and 15,000 franes for 
10,000 copies. 

My committee would be very appreciative 
toward your beloved Society if it would kindly 
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for this year, on account of the flood and the 
great expense to which we shall be put through 
the publication of the Revised Bible in 8vo 
size, and as an entirely exceptional allowance, 
grant the sum of $2,000 in order to publish 
the 16mo New Testament and Psalms of the 
Synod’s version. I send youa sample of this 
New Testament, to which we shall join the 
Revised Psalms, of which I am just about to 
correct the last proofs. 


The Bible in Brazil--Its Translation and Circulation 


HERE are two principal aspects of the 
undertaking in which the Society is 
engaged. First, the securing of adequate 
translations; and, second, their circulation. 
To this a third might properly be added—the 
actual publication of the translations. 

We present this month, in striking contrast 
to each other, two pictures—one of each of 
the two aspects first named, namely, trans- 
lation and circulation. The first is by the 
Rev. Dr. John M. Kyle, who has himself been 
engaged for some years as a member of the 
committee on revising the Portuguese Bible in 
Brazil. Dr. Kyle has been obliged to return 
to this country, and can speak with fullness 
of intelligence.on the subject. The secondis 
by William Azel Cook, and is quoted from his 
recently published book, “‘ By Horse, Canoe 
and Float through the Wilderness of Brazil.” 
His story is a fascinating series of pictures 
of wilderness life; yet in this wilderness he 
planted the seeds which in due time will make 
the desert bloom as the rose. 


the importance of providing the very bes- 
versions in these languages becomes appart 
ent. 

During the last four centuries, in which the 
Bible has exercised such a deep influence upon 
our English thought, speech, and life, it has 
been almost a sealed book to the Spanish and 
Portuguese-speaking peoples. Withinthe last 
half century, however, and largely through 
the efforts of the Bible Societies and Protes- 
tant missionaries, it has become more widely 
known and circulated. Although proscribed, 
hated and calumniated by those who should 
have been their religious leaders, it is to-day 
more widely read in these Spanish-Portuguese 
lands than any other book. 

At first the Bible found the most ready ac- 
ceptance among the humbler classes, but as 
the Protestant churches have grown and men 
of better education desired to read it, the 
need for better and more modern versions has 
been felt. The existing translations were 
made about two hundred years ago, and some 
of them from the Vulgate and embodying all of 
its defects. Since that time these languages 
have passed through even greater changes 
than the English, for no version has been in 
popular use to fix or mold them and so pre- 
vent changes, as the Authorized Version has 
done for ours. If the Bible is tomakea deep 
impression on the Spanish and Portuguese- 
speaking peoples, it must be given them ina 
modern, clear vernacular. It is too much to 
expect that the educated classes will be drawn 
to versions containing archaic and obsolete 
words and phrases, and even the humblest 
reader should have in it a version which is 
easily understood. 

A committee is now at work preparing a 
new translation in Portuguese, of which the 
New Testament is now complete. The Greek 
text followed is a modern one, and an effort 
has been made to translate it into language 
intelligible to all. It is too early to say how 
it will be received, though the ease with which 
a tentative edition was sold indicates a gen- 


Dr. Kyle writes: 


_ ‘There are only three dominant languages in 
‘use on the Western Continent. The English 
prevails in all North America save Mexico; 
Portuguese is the language of Brazil, which 
‘covers half of South America; while Spanish 
‘is spoken in the other half and in Mexico and 
Central America. 
Bibles must be provided for our immigrants 
who come to us speaking all the languages 
of Europe and Western Asia, but as our 1m- 
Be ieration laws become stricter, and as this 

‘population becomes absorbed in our own and 
their children learn English in our schools, the 
_ demand for the Bible in these foreign tongues 

will diminish. ‘The need for Bibles in Span- 
sh and Portuguese, however, will continue to 
grow for years to come. In view of this fact 
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eral interest in the effort. One thing at least 
is certain—that the need for a more modern 
version is recognized by all, and the Bible 
Societies should not besatisfied until a better 
translation is prepared. When once a really 
popular and acceptable version is provided, 
the circulation of the Bible in Brazil and Por- 
tugal will increase far beyond that of the past. 
As it is now, only those who are interested 
in the Bible and are willing to make some 
effort to catch its meaning are found reading 
it; but this will be changed when a good ver- 
sion supplies an easy channel through which 
the inspired thoughts will flow into the read- 
er’s mind and heart. Our duty is not done 
when we place any version within the reach 
of the people, but we should give them the 
best possible version, and so far this has not 
been done in Spanish and Portuguese. The 
present efforts of the Bible Society to supply 
this lack deserve the highest praise. When 
they succeed in doing this the usefulness of 
their work will be increased many fold. 


Mr. Cook writes: 


Departing from St. Michael’s Brook, we 
crossed a stream where the water rose nearly 
to the saddle seats— so high, indeed, that two 
of our party dismounted and walked over 
on a primitive suspension bridge, which was 
a slender tree that had been felled across the 
stream. As for the baggage, the muleteers 
slipped quickly out of their two garments and 
carried it over on their shoulders, to which 
height the water did not quite reach. 

We turned aside from the trail here and 
there to visit dwellings in the jungle and offer 
the people the Bible. But our offer was many 
times politely declined, the reasons most fre- 
quently given for not taking a copy being, 
“We do not know how to read,” or ‘‘We 
have no money.’ Not infrequently, these 
were mere excuses, for men in all ages and 
lands since Mother Eve have been notorious 
excuse makers. It is true, nevertheless, that, 
in rural districts especially, few persons are 
able to read; and in some communities not 
even one individual. Moreover, money is 
often scarce. But the persons offering these 
excuses, did so many times because they 
feared to have the Book in their possession. 
But when excuses were made, whether well 
founded or not, we would, if possible, read to 
the family a passage from the Bible which we 
thought might interest them. We would in- 
quire, Is there not even one person in this 


house that can read?” “No,” would be the 
reply, not one.’ ‘‘ Well, can anyone in that 
house yonder read?”’ “‘ No, and no one any- 


where around here can read.’’ Expressing 
regrets, we would then read to them from the 


New Testament, giving the meaning of the 
words as we read. 

It is often delightfully interesting to ob- 
serve how the wonderful words of Christ 
appeal to these people. ‘Their eyes brighten 
and a satisfied smile spreads over their faces 
as they exclaim, “What a,beautiful story!” 
The human soul cannot but respond in some 
degree to a communication from God, the 
Supreme Soul, even though the Light is not 
always followed. The attraction of earth is a 
powerful and subtile force; moreover, the 
people are in terror of the thunderbolts of 
anathema of their Jove-like priests. Never- 
theless, the Message of God, heard for the 
first time and from the lips of a devoted, en- 
thusiastic evangelist, cannot fail to affect them 
strangely, for the human heart is ever reach- 
ing out, though often blindly, toward God 
with peculiar longings that cannot be satis- 
fied apart from God, the loving parent Heart, 
much as a plant in a cellar seeks the light of 
day. 

At length the family becomes so much in- 
terested that they are eager to possess the 
Book that contains the soul-charming story 
they have just heard, and one says, “‘No one 
about here can read, it is true, but our friend, 
Mr. Fulano, who lives ten leagues from here, 
can read. So we will get the Book, and some 
day when he comes here we will have him 
read it to us.’’ They secure then a copy of 
the precious volume and eagerly await the 
coming of Fulano. Some day, within a few 
weeks, he emerges suddenly from a neck of 
woods, mounted on a mule, probably, clad in 
a deer-skin hat, trousers and coat, barefoot 
and having big spurs fastened to his heels, 
great toes only in the stirrups, a knife two feet 
in length hanging from his belt in a leather 
scabbard on one side, while a muzzle-loading 
horse-pistol, two feet long, firing shot, hangs. 
from the other side, a partly smoked corn- 
husk cigarette tucked under his hatband or 
behind his ear, and a big coil of rawhide lari- 
at covering his animal’s rump. 

Riding up to a hitching-post in front of the 
house, he tosses the reins over it, tips himself 
from his beast, and goes clank, clank, into the! 
house. Cordial greetings are exchanged with 
the family and he is given a seat upon a high 
stool with a rawhide top. Corn-husk cigar- 
ettes are now passed around, or one cigarette 
only may be handed from one to another to 
smoke; or else the visitor may take the partly 
smoked cigarette from behind his ear and say 
to one of the little children, “‘ Mary, take this 
to the kitchen and light it for me.’ Mary 
goes to the cook-house with it, takes up a fire 
brand, or a live coal in an iron spoon, from 
the camp-fire, lights the cigarette, and smok- 
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ing it as she returns, hands it to the visitor. 
At the same time the host orders a tray of 
coffee, which they all sip while chatting. At 
length, someone breaks into the animated 
conversation with, ~ Oh, Mr. Fulano, we have 
a book of beautiful stories that we want you 
to read to us.’’ Mr. Fulano complies gladly, 
for he is proud of his ability to read, as well 
he may be. It gives him distinction and su- 
periority in his world, for where all men are 
blind, a man with even partial sight is king. 
He may not be able to read very well, and 
may stumble along trying to decipher the 
words, and be so occupied doing this that he 
does not understand much himself of what he 
is reading; but the family, having nothing to 
do but to listen, takes in somewhat the sig- 
nificance of the words. 

In distributing Bibles in villages and towns 
where an evil report has preceded us and 
many people are in terror of us because they 
have been solemnly informed that we are 
Satan’s sub-delegates, it is very interesting to 
watch the change that comes over the faces of 
these superstitious, untutored men and women 
when they hear from the sacred volume 
some sweet, soul-stirring passage. Having 
applied at the door of a house for admission, 
we are respectfully invited in and given a 
seat; for though the inmates are in a fever of 
anxiety because of us, yet they will rarely 
treat us other than with politeness and re- 
spect. These two qualities mark all their 


Siam as a Field 


HE Rey. Dr. J. W. Foster, a Baptist 

missionary in Siam, gives us a view of 
our own work from a point of view a little 
different from most of our articles on the 
subject, and very valuable: 

Lower Siam is historic mission ground; 
here in early days were Abeel and Gutzlaff, 
and as far back as 1819 a little catechism 
was printed in Burma, translated by Mrs. 
Anne Hazletine Judson, who had become in- 
terested in Siamese captives taken prisoner 
in war and brought by their captors to live in 
Burma. But notwithstanding this early be- 
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dealings with one another and with strangers, 
and are prominent and admirable traits of 
character among the Brazilian people. Even 
those living in the most remote regions and 
most deeply buried in the jungle possess these 
qualities to a remarkable degree. After a 
brief salutation we make known the object of 
our visit, but our hosts decline in a hasty, ex- 
cited manner to take a Bible; and when we 
offer to read a message of God to them their 
agitation increases and they sometimes seek 
to slip quietly out of the room. Neverthe- 
less, when they hear the soul-enrapturing 
words of the all-loving Saviour that the world 
can never grow weary of hearing, and that are 
to the hungry, burdened soul like a cool, 
sparkling spring in a burning desert to a trav- 
eler dying of thirst— ‘‘ God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only begotten Son, that who- 
soever believeth in him should not perish, but 
have eternal life;’’ or, “Come unto me all ye 
that labor and are heavy laden, and I will give 
you rest .... and ye shall find rest unto 
your souls;’’ they are astonished and con- 
fused. Their priests have taught them that 
this Book is the essence of evil, yet it proves 
to be instead the very honey of heaven. And 
as to these men whom they were told are 
Satan in disguise, how can they really be 
wicked and yet going about with such a divine 
Book? So their fears subside and they be- 
come cordial toward us and get a copy of the 
Book.

not help the situation; they come to make 
money and enjoy themselves. 

Yet the Siamese are a reading people; the 
majority seem able to read and they part with 
their money more easily than do the majority 
of Asiatics, one reason being that they have 
more of it than most of theirneighbors. This 
is seen by contrasting them with the resident 
Chinese; they may have much more money 
than the Siamese, yet it is much harder to 
make a sale to one of them. I have been 
greatly interested in studying the situation 
while making several trips with the Rev. W. 
M. Cameron last year, when he was repre- 
senting the Society during the absence of

Wherever one goes there is a market for 
books; we set out one morning in this city, 
where the Bible has been sold for years, and 
stopping at each shop in turn, we sold to a 
large proportion of the proprietors and, inci- 
dentally, to passers-by. This gives opportu- 
nity to speak of our Lord’s mission and saving 
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grace. Often with the Chinese the best intro- 
duction is the first sentence in Genesis or the 
first in John’s Gospel, “In the beginning.” 
The Chinese like to go back to first things. 
We closed this forenoon in a huge gambling 
establishment, in which unlikely environment 
we sold a goodly number of Scripture por- 
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tions and of opium-cure leaflets. Later we 
went one afternoon to the suburb of Samsen, 
and there we were nearly all the time in or at 
the door of the gambling house and sold over 
one hundred portions of Scripture in less than 
three hours. The native colporteur is not 
blamed if he sells an average of ten a day; 
but the farang (foreigner) has an advantage 
in that the natives are so amused and surprised 
to see him and hear him talk their language, 
that their attention is arrested, and perhaps 
they sometimes buy that we may not be of- 
fended or “lose face’”’; at any rate, they buy, 
and that is what we are out for. 

The railway system of Siam is a great help 
to the Bible Society’s Agent, enabling him to 
go out in the early morning, reach a large 
town or city, make good sales, and return in 
the evening. I accompanied such expeditions 
to Tachin, a large fishing village and a rail- 
way terminal also, to Ayuthia, the ancient 
capital of Siam, and to Petriu, another railway 
terminal and large rice-shipping point east of 
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Bangkok. Each of these large centers of 
population is on a river; indeed, Ayuthia is 
quite a Venice, with many waterways dividing 
one part of the city from another, which 
makes it possible to hire a boat and reach a 
great many people who live in boats or in 
floating houses. a 

Quite different was our trip to Korat, eight 
hours by rail from Bangkok, the railway ter- 
minal nearest the border of French Indo- 
China; this, like many Siamese cities, is 
composed chiefly of one long street lined on 
either side, with shops owned and kept by 
Chinese, but very few Siamese permanent 
tradesmen. Nevertheless most of our sales 
were Siamese books, about 1,700 to 500; and 
every purchase by a Chinese customer meant 
much talk on our part and all the salesman- 
ship available. They knew these to be “‘Jesus 
books,’’ and had no especial desire for them. 
One man I remember calling on three times ; 
he was determined to geta set of the Gospels 
and Acts, and either Genesis and Exodus or 
Psalms and Proverbs, for one half the price 
asked for them, and that a nominal figure. 
Finally I asked the usual Chinese questions 
as to his surname and native town. Once he 
found that I had often visited the place and 
knew several of his old neighbors, out came 
the full price for the books, and also the so-. 
cial pot of tea. No one could surmise how 
long it had been brewing, and I must needs. 
drink several cups. We closed this campaign 
in the Korat market—a huge corrugated iron. 
structure—which we reached just after the 
noon hour. For some time no sale could be 
closed, but as soon as one set of Siamese 
Scripture portions was sold trade became! 
brisk, and we sold them by the score. With 
a bare half-dozen Siamese phrases at com- 
mand I sold more Siamese than Chinese 
copies. 

Still different was Kanburi, near the con- 
fines of British Burma. To one who was 
reared under the shadow of old Waterville 
College (now Colby), it was a matter of no 
small interest to be within seven days’ over- 
land journey of Tavoy, where lived and labored 
George Dana Boardman, the ‘‘ Apostle to the 
Karens,’’ who was amember of the first class 
to graduate from that institution, and wh 
gave up the prospect of becoming its presi 
dent to serve his Lord in Burma. Kanburi 
is reached by rail and a half day’s trip in ana 
tive craft towed by a small motor boat; it i 
not a large town but an official center, ar 
from it many towns can be reached by walk- 
ing, riding or driving. Everywhere the Chi 
nese—trading, boating, gardening; a larg 
proportion with native wives. We had excel 
lent opportunities for preaching and booksell 
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ing, rarely failing to make a sale. One thing 

worthy of note is that in more than a single

say, I’ve read this,’ or, I have that,’’ pass- 

ing even six or seven thus. There has been 
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avast deal of seed sown here. Let the people 
of God join in prayer that he will visit Siam 
with power, that we may see a harvest here. 
He surely has purposes of mercy for this peo- 
ple, although they have rejected him so long. 


With the Bible in the Northwest 


R. GEORGE PERRY, who has for 
twenty years been a Sabbath-school 
missionary in the central west, was recently 
appointed as a colporteur by Dr. Kirkbride, 
the Agency Secretary for the Central Agency 
of the Society. He has written a most stimu- 
lating description of his field in South Dakota 
and its needs, from which we quote. 

He begins by reminding us that the Central 
Agency embraces as much territory as allthe 
twenty-seven states lying east of the Missis- 
sippi, with the exception of Florida, but that 
the population of the twenty-six states is only 
_ fifty-six millions, while that of the Agency is 
fifty millions less. 

He visited during his six months’ service 
43 towns, traveled 1,881 miles, sold 4,081 
Bibles, 159 Testaments, and 14 portions, 
finding 229 families without the Bible in the 
1,094 visits he made. 


There are towns with upward of four thou- 
sand people, and great fertile valleys rapidly 
filling up with settlers, where it is impossible 
to purchase a Bible from a bookstore or deal- 
er, and where a Bible missionary has never 
gone. Our missionaries must be real shep- 
herds searching out the Lord’s sheep scat- 
tered far and wide over these western wilds. 

The very diversity of its possibilities as to 
material wealth, in mining, agriculture, stock 
raising, milling, manufacture, stone indus- 
tries, mineral hot springs, with timber to sup- 
ply all local demand, and a climate superior 
in healthfulness and comfort to any east of 
us, gives us a wondrously varied population 
of intelligence; yet, at the same time, one 
that did not come, as the pilgrims came to 
America, to find a place to serve God. They 
came for money, and intended to go when 

they obtained it; and in consequence, we 
have, and have had, an unsettled and intense- 
ly worldly state of things to contend with. — 
Asa rule, when church members came, it 
‘was without Bible or church certificates, leav- 
ing their membership in the churches at the 
old home; and, alas, too often seemingly their 
religion there also. During the twenty years 


of mission service there has been quite an in- 
crease in population, but the gains we have 
made donot represent an influx of population 
with church members and certificates, but 
rather the evangelization of the people already 
there. 

Each year I have become more and more 
impressed with the necessity of Bible mission 
work in this part of the Central Agency, from 
the Nebraska boundary to the North Dakota 
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line, and from the Missouri River to the Bur- 
lington Railway in Crook County, Wyo., vis- 
iting these many hundreds of people in their 
isolation. 

A missionary would find but few fields at 
which Sabbath schools could be organized 
and made permanent. He would find but 
few already gathered congregations, but he ~ 
would find hundreds of excellent families scat- 
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tered from three, five, and ten to thirty miles 
apart, and the larger portion of them without 
the Bible in their homes. In my last three 
months’ work I found 122 families of Ameri- 
can people mostly without the Scriptures in 
their homes. And one lady saidto me, I 
have lived in this valley twenty-six years, and 
you are the first person to bring the Bible to 
my door.’’ This lady bought three for her- 
self and children. 

Religious destitution in some parts of my 
field is no myth. It well names all of the 
country which is west of the Missouri River 
and east of the railroad-girdled Black Hills, 
and outside of the Indian Reservation. It 
contains 17,000 square miles and 7,000 people. 
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everywhere held, each attended by fifty to 
one hundred strenuous and fearless young 
people. A new lodge not two hundred miles 
away gave its delegate to Huron $75 to pay 
expenses. I saw a cattlemen’s meeting pass 
the hat and get $320.10 for “Sioux Falls 
Children’s Home.’’ Therange is well known 
to have “big men”’ and “‘réund-ups.’’ It is 
not so well known what the little barbed wire 
is doing. It is making more “little men,’’ 
with fenced water holes, meadows, and leased 
school sections. 

It is not without growing bunches of horses, 
cattle, and sheep. It is not without many log 
cabin and dug-out homes having children even 
to fourteen in one family. But receding to-

It is ’way back from any town or sidewalk or 
railroad. In the twenty years of mission serv- 
ice in 122 of its 472 townships, I traveled by 
team over 70,000 miles. Hundreds of rolls of 
good reading and hundreds of hymn books, 
with Bibles and Testaments, were distributed. 
A little girl in one of these settlements, while 
teciting her geography lesson in the ‘public 
school, said, “Half civilized people have no 
railroads, nor steamboats, and not many 
books!” 

There are new stores and school-houses. 
There are more society halls for the dances 


ward the interior, it is without God and the 
Bible. Dear friends of the American Bible | 
Society, this is not a myth or exaggeration. 
The Word of God with its elevating influences 
is a myth, for there is none. Leaving the 
Black Hills or the F. E.& M. V. R. R. border 
a few miles is to leave the last home mission- 
ary. Yes, the Black Hills’ sky line grows dim, 
dimmer, and all Bible and preaching stationgaa 

There is no family religion, for the well- 
worn Bible is not in evidence; no churches 
or Sabbath schools as yet can be organized, 
for the church members are secularized. Sab- 


+ 
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bath school is almost impossible, for there is 
not one who will superintend the school or 
‘ teach the lesson, and then say, “I believe it.’’ 

There are no conversions, for no known 
band in Christendom are regularly praying for 
God’s Spirit to convert ‘‘cow-punchers, pis- 
tols, and kids.’’ There is not, and never has 
been, any pastor, for no sect thinks it pays to 
evangelize the unorganizable scattered. Now 
Suppose these ranchers started toward outside 
regions some morning in search of a church. 
It is a drive by the nearest way, varying from 
ten and fifteen up to one hundred miles to get 
to the Missouri River or the great gold re- 
gion, the ‘Black Hills.”” Some might drift 
down the Whitee or Bad or Cheyenne and 
look across the fordless, bridgeless Big Mud- 
dy. They would see herd-law communities, 
but much like their own, alike in being inter- 
mittently supplied with the Gospel. Some 
might exchange buttes as landmarks for 
churches on the reservations, but the worship 
in the churches would be in another tongue, 
and by a strange and peculiar people and 
without the Bible. 

When the hill towns are visited for “‘chuck”’ 
and cartridges, for a Stetson hat or Hayar 
boots, the saloon is everywhere, and recog- 
nizes “Pitch Pine Fred,”’ “Jingle Bill,” 
“Candy Kid,” “‘Biscuit Pete,’’ and ‘““Appetite 
Joe,’’ and all the rest, while the few over- 
worked side-street Christians gathered in the 
atmosphere of noisy Sabbath toil are too per- 
plexed with the Hills’ ““masses’’ problem to 
notice the men who slept on tarps, and are 


twirling a fresh cigarette on the corner of the 
Street in front of a glittering saloon. These 
cowboys do not come to town for the Bible 
or Gospel influences, but to “‘blow in” hard- 
earned dollars. ‘The women and children can- 
not come ten, fifteen, twenty, and one hundred 
miles even circus day or Fourth of July cele- 
bration. 

Dear Christian friends of the American 
Bible Society, we believe that the people of 
the east and the great west will rejoice in this 
new work of the American Bible Society. 
Thus far the movement has been a matter of 
faith on the part of the officers of the Society 
which we believe the Churches will justify by 
amore generous support. To carry forward 
and enlarge this work as God opens the way 
will require greatly increased means. We 
therefore ask our friends who have given to 
the Society in the past to increase their gifts; 
and those who have thus far had no share in 
this blessed work are exhorted to become con- 
tributors to the Society. And while we have 
a free and open Bible, and need not retire to 
the shelter of the forest to read its sacred 
pages, for fear of a dungeon or a cruel death, 
we will think of other lands where supersti- 
tion and ignorance prevail, and hope and pray 
for the time when God’s Book shall be known 
through all the earth. I have written on this 
subject toa greater length than I first intend- 
ed; but if this account, direct from the field, 
should give your Society any light or satisfac- 
tion and be of any service to the common 
cause, I shall be fully gratified. 


Among the Mormons 


HE Rev. C. W. Higgins, a Presbyterian 

minister in Oregon, writes to Us in re- 

gard to his experiences as a missionary in 
Utah among the Mormons as follows: 


The united testimony is that the work among 
the Mormons is causing the Mormons them- 
selves to improve—that is to say, they are 
nearer the truth now than they were twenty- 
five years ago. I do not know what others 
do, but I know what I have done among the 
Mormons. I sold as far as they would go, 
Bibles at half price, “like hot cakes.” For 
instance, I was in the southern part of Utah 
Sand about to start north. I received some 
Bibles from the Board of Publication, with 
maps in the back, to be sold at 30 cents, and 
I had asked for Bibles and Testaments to give 
away. I thought of this. I will offer the 
30-cent Bible and the 17-cent Bible and the 
5-cent Testament for 30 cents. 


I came to a house at the edge of a small 
town of about nine hundred inhabitants and 
offered the Bibles and Testaments. A man 
and his wife were surprised. They said, “We 
cannot buy as cheaply as thatin Salt Lake.” I 
told them I knewit. They said, ‘If youhada 
wagon-load you could sell them in this town.” 

They asked me to call on the family on the 
opposite side of the street. That family had 
but twenty-five cents in the house, but begged 
for them at that, and I let them have them. I 
was in a hurry to reach Idaho at that time, but 
my Bibles were soon all gone. I had not time 
then to canvass the town, but sold wherever 
I was compelled to stop. 

After that I received a package of 25-cent 
Bibles and tried to sell them with a 5-cent 
Testament for 15 cents. I saw a Mormon on 
horseback who was going the same way as 
myself, and I told him of the Bible. He looked 
at it and asked, ‘‘Is it allhere?”’ I told him 
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it was the complete Bible. He said: ““I am 
in a sheep camp and we often have disputes. 
I should be glad to buy this to have it to 
refer to.” 

I stopped then at a large two-story house. 
A lady of about forty-five years of age came 
to the door. I showed her the books. She 
was surprised. Three younger ladies came 
to the door and were also surprised at the price 
of the books. One looked at the Testament 
and asked, “Is it all here?’’ I answered, 
““Ves;’’? and the youngest said, ““Of course it 
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is; you know it starts with John.’”’ All took 
Bibles and Testaments. My books were now 
gone. This was atest. I then wished I had 
a large wagon-load of them, and it would be 
better than working as many do. 

Why others cannot sell is a question. If 
you offer the Bibles and Testaments for 
nothing, they will mistrust you, as the people 
in China and India sometimes do. 

I tested the people in Mormondom for three 
years, and inall that time I went to about one 
half of the houses in Salt Lake City. 


The Bible Society’s Work in Mexico 


R. SUTHERLAND, engaged in the 
superintendence of colportage in 
Mexico, writes: 


Having accepted the position of superinten- 
dent of colporteurs of the American Bible 
Society in this republic, I desire to extend an 
affectionate salutation to my fellow-workers 
the colporteurs, as well as to the numerous 
readers of the evangelical press of the country. 

It is the desire and intention of this noble 
Society to make an especial effort to augment 
the circulation of the Bible in Mexico, and 
very especially during this year of the centen- 
nial of Mexican independence. 

I do not doubt that it is the desire and in- 
tention of every good Mexican to do his 
utmost for the honor and glory of his country 
during this glorious year of 1910. 

Many will be the opinions of the Mexicans 
and their friends of other nations as to what 
will be best for the nation; but I believe that 
the majority of evangelical Christians will 
agree that nothing better could be done than 
to give to the people the Word of God, the 
Holy Bible. 

I and my fellow-workers the colporteurs 
are of one opinion in this regard, and I do not 
doubt that there would be unanimity among 
all Christians that the thing most needed in 
Mexico is the Bible; because a people pos- 
sessing this fountain of riches, health and 
happiness, in the material as well as in the 
spiritual, may expect a happy future for its 
individuals, its families, its cities, and the 
entire nation. 

I know that the desire of the great Bible 
Society is to put a copy of the Holy Bible in 
the hands of every man on earth. ‘This in- 
cludes every Mexican, and to do this necessi- 
tates great expense. The resources of the 
Bible Society for carrying on its work come 
from voluntary contributions on the part of 
those who love this sublime purpose. 


Contributions have never been sufficient to 
realize this desire in even one nation, and 
much less in all the nations of the earth. Itis 
not to be expected, nor would it be just, that 
at its expense alone, or only through its em- 
ployees, should this great world conquest be 
effected. 

But the method of doing this is very simple. 
It is, that every Christian and every lover 
of the truth in all the wide world do his part 
in this work, a work at the same time sublime, 
beautiful, and beneficent—a work without 
equal for the benefit of all humanity. 

How can each and everyone do his part in 
this work? 

First, by contributing directly to the funds 
of the Society. This has great and continued 
expenses; expenses of manufacturing the 
Scripture, expenses of material for this manu- 
facture, expenses of office, of translation into 
alllanguages, and expenses in the field; or, in 
other words, of its agencies throughout the 
world with their colporteurs. Inevitably these 
expenses are great. They must be met by 
voluntary contributions, because the Scrip- 
tures are not sold to make money, but at 
even less than cost; besides thousands of 
copies are given away every year to the poor 
and to Christian missions. 

It is the duty of every Christian to con- 
tribute every year to this fund, and every 
Christian denomination should have among 
its annual collections one for the American 
Bible Society, and religiously send it to the 
great Society to whom it is due. : 

If we calculate that there are 100,000 evan- 
gelical Christians in Mexico, and if each one 
should contribute just one cent a year, this 
would give $1,000 to this blessed work. But 
what is one cent apiece! Nothing. At the 
very least ten cents apiece should be con- 
tributed, so that $10,000 should be raised in 
Mexico alone; and this sum would go to the 
general fund for the work all over the world. 
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This could be done, and what could be done 
should be done. 

The second way in which Mexican Chris- 
tians can help in this work is to give per- 
sonal service or pecuniary aid to the local 
work. 

All around us are thousands of souls that 
do not possess this felicity, who have not ob- 
tained this wealth. Why not begin with the 
work nearest us? How easy it would be for 
each one of us to do a little propaganda of 
our own, trying to sell a Bible or Testament 
or some small portion in our own immediate 
vicinity, and sending the proceeds to the 
Agency in Mexico or to the nearest auxiliary 
society. A precious sowing of the seed could 
be accomplished inthis way. Tryit. Another 
way to help along this line would be to buy 
copies of the Scriptures to give to our friends 
among the Catholics. Many of them are only 
waiting for the opportunity to read the Word 
of God, the Word which could harm none of 
them and might result in their eternal well- 
being. 

The third way to circulate more of the 
Scriptures in the republic, and which we desire 
to see accomplished, is to form in all the evan- 
gelical centers what are called auxiliary so- 
cieties. 

In order that there may be unity, harmony, 
and efficiency in any great work there must 
be organization, even though it be simple. 
This may be done in Mexico, and will help 
much in extending the glorious work we have 
in hand, and at the same time it will be at 
little cost to the Agency. 

The great centers, for instance, Chihuahua, 
Torreon, Mexico, Guadalajara, Puebla, etc., 
could reduce the cost of the circulation of the

This then is our intention—to work with all 
the light and power that God may give us for 
the evangelization of Mexico on the biblical 
basis; and for the union, not organic, but spir- 
itual, of all Christians of all denominations in 
a work which all recognize as the common 
foundation. In this way we will bring about 
the national awakening we so desire. 

Counting, then, on the faithful and unani- 
mous co-operation of all evangelical Chris- 
tians, without regard to race or church, I am 
going to use every possible means to this 
end. 

I am trusting in God and in my brethren 
and friends in the work, and I believe that my 
trust is well founded. Above all, more than 
your friendship, more than your counsels and 
your helping hands, I beg that you will pray 
continually that God will send me his spirit of 
love and power, without which nothing can 
be done.

Bible Selling in Japan 


R. LOOMIS sends the following report 
of a colporteur in Japan: 


Last Friday, January 7th, I started off for 
a walking tour for the day with Testaments 
and portions. It was cold and the roads 
very bad with snow and ice, and a very thick 
fog was over the whole country. I walked 
along the main road, looking for villages, 
but the fog was so thick that I could not 
see twenty yards off the road. At last I saw 
some houses and made my way to them, and 
found myself in a small village. The Lord 
answered prayer and touched the hearts of 
the people and caused them to buy. ‘The 
result was that by 3.30 p. m. I was sold out 
—30 Testaments and 40 portions. My wife 
and girl also sold 26 Testaments and 14 por- 
tions in Matsumoto. So the Lord gave us a 
good day. 

Monday night and yesterday there was a 
very large matsurz (festival) held here in the 
principal street. We left home at 9 a.m., and 
soon got a fine stand. About 10 o’clock it 
began to snow, and never stopped till mid- 
night. We covered our basket over with 
oiled paper and went right on till 3.30 p. m., 
when we closed. We sold 60 Testaments and 
38 portions. It was our first experience of 
Bible selling in the snow, and, praise the 
Lord, neither of us has any sign of a cold 
to-day. 

It was wonderful, selling so many, when 
one considers that we have visited 55 towns 
and villages in this district since last April. 
One would think there was no one else to 
buy. 

One young man who saw me standing in 
the snowstorm was so impressed that he 
wrote me a long letter, saying that he felt 
that Christianity must be right and want- 
ing to hear more about it. He has studied 
Buddhism for years and finds it gives no 
peace. 

One poor woman thought I was a beggar, 
bought a copy of the Gospel, and then gave 
me a saucerful of unboiled rice. I took it 
and brought it home as a relic. 


We continue to get many inquiries through 
the Bible selling. 

I forgot to mention that yesterday, after 
we were closing up, a young man came and 
spoke to my wife and bought a Testament. 
He was anxious and wanted to hear about 
Christianity; so we brought him home with 
us and our girl dealt with him. After some 
instruction he repented and went away re- 
joicing. The following is a copy of a letter 
received from him: 

“T thank you very much for your kind let- 
ter. Good teachers are worthy of thanks and 
good friends are to be longed for. Since I 
became an inquirer of the Way of Faith I 
have often been favored with your kind teach- 
ing, for which I thank you very much. 

‘““T have now made up my mind to lead a 
devotional life in the future, taking the Bible 
as my standard, and thus following the com- 
mandments of the Heavenly Father. 

“T am striving to keep in the right, and 
pray for God’s help to give me needed 
strength. I earnestly wish that I may have 
your continued teaching for such an ignorant 
fellow as I am.”’ : 

Another young man, whom I met in the - 
country, repented one night at one of our 
meetings here; and he writes me to-day say- 
ing: “Last year I leda life of disappoint- 
ment, but this year I have begun to live a 
life of hope and love. Faith can move moun-— 
tains... 

Such testimonies gladden our hearts and | 
cause us to push on in the work with all our 
strength; and we are looking forward to a 
long life of service in his vineyard. 

This morning I made up the total of sales. 
in Shinano Province since August of 1908, 
when we first came to Matsumoto. The total 
is 7,296 Bibles and Testaments. If to this be 
added the sales in other country places, the 
total is 8,266. ; 

_Missionaries and Japanese pastors tried to 
dissuade us from trying to sell Bibles in the 
country—said we could never sell. The re- 
sult shows how God does answer prayer when 
he is trusted. : 
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To the Jew First 


HE Brooklyn Bible Society, auxiliary to 

the American Bible Society, is deeply 
interested in reaching the Jews of Brooklyn. 
At the suggestion of Dr. Lewis D. Mason, 
President of the Brooklyn Bible Society and 
also a Manager of the American Bible Society, 
we have recently published the Pentateuch, 
together with the Epistle to the Hebrews, 
which will, it is hoped, have a large circula- 
tion among Jews, not only in Brooklyn but 
elsewhere. The Brooklyn Society has ac- 
cordingly issued a little leaflet calling atten- 
tion to this new publication and strongly 
commending it as a useful aid to the Jewish 
evangelization. We quote some striking 
statements therefrom. 

“New York City has a large Jewish popu- 
lation—larger than any other city in the 
world. It is said every fourth person is of 
Jewish origin, and this ratio is increasing. 
The departure in a large measure of the 
younger and more progressive Jew from the 
faith of his forefathers, and his drifting out 
on the tide of agnosticism and infidelity, 
places anessential and imperative duty on the 
Church of Christ—that is, to endeavor to 
Christianize the Jew. 

““The American Bible Society of New York 
City has recently issued, in English, a portion 


of the Scriptures, consisting of the Penta- 
teuch and the Epistle to the Hebrews, the 
object being to place in the hands of the 
workers in Jewish missions, and of Jewish 
students of the Word, as well as to furnish 
an inexpensive and convenient form for gen- 
eral distribution, a portion of the Scriptures 
especially applicable to the Jews, that is, 
the five books of Moses, their great prophet, 
and the best commentary thereon by a He- 
brew of the Hebrews, Paul’s Epistle to the He- 
brews. 

' We believe that the association of the 
Pentateuch with its inspired commentary, can- 
not fail to attract the thoughtful Jewish stu- 
dent, and influence him, as it has done the 
Gentile and Christian world, and enable such 
to truly say: ‘We have found him of whom 
Moses in the Law and the Prophets did write, 
Jesus of Nazareth, the Son of Joseph. We 
have found the Messiah, which is, being inter- 
preted, the Christ,’ and say in all sincerity and 
truth, ‘Rabbi, thou art the son of God, thou 
art King of Israel.’ 

“The book in its present form, bound in 
cloth, retails at twelve cents per copy, and is 
of convenient size for general use as a pocket 
edition, and economical and suitable for free 
distribution.”’ 
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AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 
HE stated meeting of the Board of Man- 
agers was held at the Bible House 
Thursday, February 3d, at 3.30 p. m. 
Secretary Haven conducted the devotional 
exercises, reading a part of the 136th Psalm, 
and offering prayer. 

Mr. G. I. Bodine, of Pennsylvania, was 
elected a Vice-President of the Society. Mr. 

T. M. Latimer, of Pittsburg, Pa., was elected 
a member of the Board of Managers. 

It was voted to authorize for a Bible House 
‘site in Peking, China, the purchase of a plot 
_ of land adjoining the premises of the American 
‘Board’s Mission, provided the Agent, the Rev. 

Dr. Hykes, finds it wise and practicable to 
lo so. ; 

It was voted to proceed to make plates of 


those parts of the Modern Syriac Bible of 
which no plates exist. 

In the domestic field grants were made to 
the value of $347.68. A grant was made to 
the American Missionary Association of 500 
Bibles, valued at $130 ; to the Chicago Hebrew 
Mission of 800 volumes of Hebrew and Yid- 
dish Scriptures valued at $200; and $200 to 
the mission in Italy of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church for special Bible distribution among 
the sufferers from the earthquake in southern 
Italy. 

The consignments to Foreign Agencies for 
the month of January were: 

Brazil, 5,700 volumes, value $652.87; Cen- 
tral America, 1,070 volumes, value $187.98 ; 
Japan, 200 volumes, value $16.17; Mexico, 
4,331 volumes, value $1,241.61; West Indies, 
537 volumes, value $107.99. Total, 11,833 
volumes, value $2,206.62. 

The issues from the Bible House for the 
month of January were 142,976 volumes.
